The lowans had a great tueeiing 
at Fort Doilge, great not ouly Id 
point of numbers, but also in the 
amount of work accomplished 
There was such an array of papers 
and speakers that it was almost on 
the plane of a N. A. D. Convention. 
Over two hundred were present, be- 
sides a number of interested bear- 
ing? people. The Fort Dodge press 
gave unuHually full accounts of the 
Convention. 

Some distinguished {>eople from 
other States present were : Dr. 
Cloud and Miss Roper, of St. Louis; 
Lais M. Laison and wife, of Minne- 
sota; Mrs. C. K. Comp, of Omaha; 
Mr. Mcll value, of Kansas, and 
others. 

Mr. Isaac Wltwer, of Council 
Bluffs, made the trip to Fort Dodge 
in his new Bulok car. With him 
were Dr. I^ng and Messrs. Mcll- 
vaine and Murphy. 

Dr. Cloud, who had been in ai- 
leudance at Ihe Nebraska Conven- 
tion (i he previous week) and Mr. 
Holloway preferred to go by rail, 
leaving on the 19th. Wednesday 
morning, the 20th, the main body 
of the Council Bluffs delegates 
started on their way.

Esma Boetlcher, who was oue of 
of the interpreteis of the Conven 
tion. 

Prof. Swiler arrived Thursday 
noon, and it was a delight to see 
this staunch friend and able ex- 
ponent of the sign language. 

Superintendent Emeritus Rothert 
and son Waldo, and Superintendent 
Gruver, were in attendance lor 
several days. 

The writer is sending with this re- 
port several of the important ad> 
dresses delivered at the Conven- 
tion, yvbich the editor can print as 
he finds space for them. 

President Matt McCook of the 
State Association for the Advance 
ment ol the Deaf, In his address be- 
fore the convention Thursday, gave 
a resume of his efforts in behalf of 
the organization, which everyone of 
the members know have been most 
snccessful. 

His work in the interests ol the 
day school for deaf children, the 
organizing of the parents of deaf 
children, and boosting the State 
School for the Deaf at Council 
Bluffs, Is referred to briefly in the 
following extract taken from his 
aitdress : 

"Once again we assembled in 
convention in accordance with our 
constitution which calls for trien- 
nial meetings. Our association has 
been in existence 87 yeais, 20 years 
of which it has been under chatter. 
From a small beginning it has 
developed into an orgauliatlon of 



large membership and much in- 
fluence and benefit. There never 
have been serious internal conflicts 
or difference, and there is now a 
better and broader understanding 
among its members and a greater 
acquaintance, co-operation and ex- 
change of views. The association 
was founded with plans looking 
forward to future strength and suc- 
cess and when we disperse I trust 
none will forget the discussion we 
shall have, and the business we 
shall transact, and thus all^ con- 
tinue to lend a hand towards the 
further advancement of onr cause, 
though we shall be widely separat 
ed until the next convention. 

" During my administration of 
three years I have attended seven 
conferences at Des Moines, Council 
Bluffs and Dubuque. The con- 
ferences at Dubuque lasted a day 
and a half. We discussed the day 
school bill, which was delayed, till 
we had another conference at the 
capitol, Des Moines. It was at last 
framed for the deaf children under 
10 years of age. The third confer- 
ence wan held at th^ Chamberlain 
hotel, during the convention of ihe 
state medical society. We spent 
nearly two days ifoing over affairs 
pertaining to the State School for 
the Deaf for better improvements, 
then called upon the secretary of 
the state board of education, giv- 
ing htm the ideas in writing. All 
the conferences were very plea- 
sant. 

BPOKB BEFORE SENATE AND HOUSE. 

" I was on the floors of the Sen- 
ate and House three times, onetime 
for about ten days. I was treated 
with great courtesy and had the 
freedom of the floors advocating for 
the board bill transferring the 
schools for the deaf from the board 
of control to the board of education. 
I was present at the conference of 
the committee in charge of the bill 
which was euacted and signed. 
The authors of the board transfer 
bill were Senator Foster and Rep- 
resentative Reed. 

" As president of the I. A. A, 
D., I took an active part working 
with parents association to secure 
passage of this bill, because I knew 
that you were in favor of strch a 
measure. 

"The authors of the day school 
bill were Senator Schrup and Re- 
presentative Horcheui, Dr. H, G. 
Lang worthy. Dr. Ball and wife, Mr. 
A. C, Johnson, Mr. J. H. Spencer, 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Henderson, 
and others aided in thf^ school bill 
conferences as they are greatly in- 
terested in the welfare of the deaf. 
Now we can feel we are really 
under (he beard of education and 
not under the board of Ihe penal 
instltutious. 

"Since the School for the Deaf 
has been under the l>oard of educa- 
tion the regular appiopriatlons 
have been almost double and a 
large extra fund has hewn allowed 
for the improvement of buildings, 
etc. Plans are being made for 
general expansion of the industrial 
and other departments. That the 
legislature has been more liberal to 
the board of education than to any 
other board is most important. 



PARENTS OF NEED ENLIGHTENING. 

" Parents ignorant of our schools 
and their advantages, and who 
have never seen or had experience 
with the other deaf, imagine many 
unfavorable things about compe- 
tency of the deaf and the hchools 
being penal institutions or on that 
order. When they do look for in- 
formation and advice few, if any, 
are able to tell them anything 
about our deaf world and schools. 
The state agent will enlighten 
them. 

" Many parents of deaf neglect 
their education, thinking there are 
no schools tor the deaf in this coun 
try. This is probably especially 
true of ignorant immigrants. 

" I meet one mother, who had a 
deaf daughter of about 28 without 
an* education. I asked her the 
reason lor it, and was told that the 
daughter had not wanted to attend 
school and the mother followed her 
wish, thoughtless of the fact that 
her daughter .might some day be 
obliged to support herself. 

" In Dakota I was once talking 
with a merchant, when a farmer ap 
preached us and asked : " Is this 
fellow deaf ?" He was told yes, and 
then he asked "Can he write?" 
He was told to read my writing, 
but said he was unable to read. 
He bocamt interested, as he had 
two deaf boys of 8 and 10, and ask 
ed al>out schools for the deaf. I 
told him ot the Sioux Falls School, 
and he jumped into his buggy and 
huiried home to tell his wife, and 
they at once began to outfit the 
tioys to take them to the school. 
Later I was at Sioux Falls, and the 
superintendent told me of the boys 
being there. The father lived ouly 
50 miles from Sioux I**alls, yet had 
never heard of the school there and 
had been planning to send the boys 
to school in Germany. 

AVERSION TO STATE SCHOOLS, 



DAY SCHOOL FOR DEAF CHILDREN. 



"The day school is for deaf 
children under 10 years of age. It 
enables very young children to re- 
ceive kindergarten and light in- 
struction which keeps their minds 
active until of an age when parents 
feel safer to send them away frotn 
home. After % day school founda- 
tion a child will make a better start 
at the state school. This plan was 
ludoised by the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf through President 
Howard and the Minnesota plan of 
day schools was the san\e. We 
have two day schools with trained 
teachers at Des Moines and Du- 
buque and there may be more. 

" At the last session of legls- 
latutro Mr. Henderson, its sole 
authoi, had a bill for compulsory 
education for ths deaf, lie de- 
se;*ves all the credit. All children 
of school age must now be sent to 
schools The state board of edu- 
cation is authorized to employ an 
agent for the enforement of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

"The state agent under the 
board of education for locating of 
deaf children out of school and 
explaining about advantages of 
schools to parents. Is very import- 
ant and neceaaary. 



" About 25 years ago I met an 
Iowa business man whose deaf 
daughter was attending a pure oral 
school in the east. I advised him 
to send her to Council Bluffs, and 
he said he would not think of it, as 
the school there was a |>eual in- 
stitution and he would not have his 
daughter in such a place. He 
never allowed the girl to mingle 
with other deaf, as he feared she 
would be set back. Now when 
much older she is socially deserted 
as she cannot converse. 

" Many years ago I met another 
Iowa attorney In his office. He 
had a diamond stud on his shirt 
front and looked down haughtily 
on the little fellow I then was. He 
had a deaf boy, and I told him of 
the school at Council Bluffs, and he 
said he would not send him there 
as it was a public institution. He 
kept private instructors at great 
expense. About li years later I 
passed by his home and saw a lone- 
ly man on the lawn. It was that 
deaf son, who was deserted by every- 
one as he was unable to communi- 
cate with people. His father had 
overlooketl the future need of his 
son's bluing able to take care of 
himself with other people socially 
and industrially. 

" In the west I once saw a lady 
with a little boy and they appeared 
to be talking by natural signs. I 
thought I would go to talk with 
them. They seemed to be Irish 
farmers. I found the l>oy had no 
education and I asked why he was 
not at school. I was told that the 
school for the deaf was an asylum 
for persons afflicted with earache, 
andthat as the little l)oy had no ear- 
ache it WHS not necessary to send 
him there. 

" This reminds me of meeting an 
Irishman on the street and whom 
I handed my pad and pencil. He 
examined same with a lost expres- 
sion, not knowing what the use 
theiefor was, I told him to write, 
and he laborious^j^ wrote, " I Am 
Sorie Yo Kant Writ." He walked 
away. 



as president, and on several trips 
to Des Moines and other places, I 
studied conditions thoroughly and 
cnme to the conclusion that with 
the limited expense fund little 
could l>e accomplished. I was 
obliged to use some of my own funds 
to help out during* my occupancy of 
the office, and as future presidents 
may not all feel inclined to go to 
extra personal expense it is best to 
have a good fund on hand for 
emergencies. 

ADVOCATES RAISING $10,000. 

" With $10,000 a great deal more 
can be accomplished than now. . I 
wish the association to be more 
effective in general, so I suggest 
raisinir that amount. The lo a 
Association for the Advancement of 
the Deaf is greatly in need of a 
substantial fund. I suggest we 
take the benefit fund, amounting 
now to $1,714, and by pledges, fees, 
donations and socials, etc., build 
up therefrom a $10,000 fund for 
use of the association. 

'* Money of the new fund shall be 
managed by a board of trustees, 
elected by the association, on the 
same plan as the present benefit 
fund, except the income Is to l)e 
used as may be thought advisable. 
The principal is to be safely invest- 
ed and not to be touched. The in- 
come shall l)e placed in the hands 
of the treasurer of the Iowa As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
the Deaf, whose bond must be 
larger than at present. The income 
would be from $400 to $800 per 
year, according to the interest we 
shall receive, and would be used to 
aid in the various expenses of the 
association. 

" After $10,000 is raised pledges 
and fees could l>e continued and 
the fund kept increasing. 

MONET NEEDED TO SETTLE 
PROBLEMS. 

" We have many problem!" 



many problem!" to 
contend with in furthering the wel- 
fare of the deaf, and without liberal 
expense moneys little can be ac- 
complished. Our opponents of tiie 
Volta bureau are sostrccessful chief- 
ly t>ecause they have a vast fund to 
depend on. We do not need a 
great fund as we have powerful 
facts to help us, but yet we do need 
a good strong fund to aid iu ordi- 
nary necessary expense in getting 
our matter's effectively taken up by 
all whom they conceru. 

"Initial fees shouKl be large to 
give the fund a good " boost," 
Regular annual fees should be 
double what they are at present." 

The social features, the ball, ban- 
quet and picnic, wer^e all highly 
successful and well attended. Sa 
turday afternoon,'"wheu the writer 
left, there was still a big crowd pre- 
sent. 

At the Des Moines Convention 
three years ago theie was also a 
similar big attendance. This, of 
course, indicates that the Iowa deaf 
are a prosperous and a progressive 
class. Three years is a long time 
between meetings. No doubt bi- 
ennial meetings would have just as 
big an attendance. 

Arthur Rasmusseu's paper on the 
deaf at Goodyear was an interest 
ing one. Mrs. Rasmnssen was with 
him at the Convention.

interesting speakers on the program 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. Young 
has made a study of and treated 
eye and ear troubles for the past 
forty years and has always had an 
intense interest in the welfare of the 
deaf. He is uo stranger to the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
for he has been in touch with the 
organization for almost a decade. 
Dr. Young addressed the national 
convention at San Francisco in 
1916, and at Hartford in 1917. Some 
of his addresses are circulating now 
iu pamphlet form. He assisted iu 
preventing a national convention of 
eye, ear and throat specialists, 
which met in Memphis a few years 
age, from endorsing pure oraliam. 
Rev. J. H. Cloud of St. Louis also 
addressed this convention, giving 
the viewpoint ot the deaf. 

Lars Larson of Minnesota gave a 
good talk on the work leading up to 
the establishment of day schools in 
that state. Mr. Larson is the 
founder of the New Mexico School 
for the Deaf and was its superin- 
tendent for a number of years. 

Professor J. W. Swiler, of Bur- 
lington, one of the interpreters at 
the convention, has the distinction 
of being able to use the sign lan- 
guage as nearly perfectly as is pos- 
sible. His commaud of the Ian 
guage is remarkable, his signs are 
classic and to those who read them 
they are clear, full and concise, 
and to all extremely graceful. To 
the deaf reading his signs is like 
reailing a primer in large type. 
Mr. Swiler is nearly 75 years of age, 
formerly superintendent of the 
school for the deaf in Wisconsin, 
but for the past eighteen years has 
been out of the work. Although a 
hearing aud speaking man, Mr. 
Swiler leaiued the sign language In 
boyhood, when signs were taught 
with great care. He tiegan his 
work among the deaf as a teacher 
in the Illinois State School for the 
Deaf. Later he took charge of the 
Wisconsin School. 

It seems remarkable that chil- 
dren learn to sign before they learn 
to talk. A little 4-year-old lK>y, 
who is with bis parents at the con 
vention carries on a conversation 
with his t'eaf mother in the sign 
language. It is a fact that chil> 
dreu of deaf parents commonly 
awake very early to the fact that 
their parents cannot hear and are 
on the alert to help them out. 

The members in attendance at 
the convention have expressed in 
their resolutions their sincere 
thanks to Mayor Scott for tender- 
ing them the freedom and privi 
leges of the city, to A, C. Heath, 
who in behalf of the Commercial 
Club extended them the use of the 
club room, and to the hotel manage- 
ment for making their stay there so 
comfortable aud pleasant. 

Resolutions of profound gratitude 
for what he has done for the garni 
of the school for the deaf, were 
made in honor of Henry W. Roth- 
ert, superintendent emeritus of the 
school.

It may seem strange, but the ex- 
tremely loud hammering going on 
at the hotel building is as distract- 
ing to most deaf people as it is to 
those who hear. 

The deaf are rather sensitive to 
vibrations of that kind. Most of 
them have more or less hearing, 
and although of not much aocouut 
for conversational purposes, they 
often hear the voice, can appreciate 
music and locate noises.

Wills then announced another re- 
solution, which had Just been hand- 
ed in by Mrs. Augusta K. Barrett, 
seconded by Mr, F, E. Ward, which 
asked for the establishing of a Life 
Membership in the Association, 
whereby any eligible person might 
become a Life Member on payment 
of twenty-five dollani. An interest- 
ing debate on this then ensued. Mr. 
Wills offered an amendement sub- 
stituting fifteen dollars as the prtee 
of a Life Membership. After some 
moie disousaion this was voted on, 
and failed to pass. Mrs. Barrett's 
resolution was then voted on and 
passed. This is a new departure 
for the Iowa Aaaociatiuu. (Are 
there any other State Associations 
which have a provision for Life 
Members?) The easy passage of 
the resolutions shows that the mem- 
l>ers had been doing some thiuking 
over President McCook'a suggestion 
of establishing a ten thou^nd dol- 
lars fund.

THE WAHKON3A. 

VV'ahkonfta was h handanme and 
iiitelUg^nt Indian. He had only 
one aoji, a Hlinrt, ihick-ftet youn^ 
man, who in no way i**8fmblf^d 
Walikonaa. Wahkonaa frequently 
visited Fort Dodge in the early 
days and was very tiseful to the 
early settlers. He would map out 
the country round about in the 
sand or dirt with a stick, indicating 
to the settlers the mo.st available 
routes over the prairien. The mef^n 
ing of the name is not certain, it 
however is said that it was derived 
from an expression, wliich he him- 
aeif used in conversation with some 
of the early settlers whc> were ank- 
ing the location of certain places, 
pointing in the direction with hii< 
finger, the Indian said ** Walk on 
sir." This in his imperfect English 
sounded more like Wahkonsa. 
In 1854, he with his sister came to 
town in the evening and camped on 
the spot where the Hotel Wahkousa 
now stands, and which bore his 
name. The first hotel in the city 
which was named after him was 
opened in that year. Some of the 
most prominent citzena of thise 
early days in North western Iow?i 
were boarders of this hotel. When 
the dinner bell would ring it is said 
fifty persons would rush for a table 
set for only ten. Those ten lucky 
ones would nat, 'U they had

and again the bell would ring. In 
this way the guests were ted in re- 
lays that often took lit! '•*- •" *»-<^ 
afternoon.

Mr. and Mrs. James F. Lonergan 
{nee Talley) mourn for their bro- 
ther, the Kev. William Lonergan, 
who died in Rutland, Yt., August 
3Ist, after more than thirty years 
of zealous and successful service 
for his Master, In his fifty- ninth 
year.

Sept. 13, 1919.— During the 
week| Columbus entertained the 
53d Annual Encampment of the 
Grand Army of I he Republic, for 
the second time since the organisa- 
tion was formed in 1888, the ve- 
terans of the Civil War met there. 
Then as now, the institution was 
host for many of them. 

The city was bedecked with the 
National Colors and other emblems. 
From Naughtnn Street to the Court- 
house, the four corners of the intei- 
section streets were adorned with 
pillars of peace, surmounted by a 
dove, each bearing one of the 48 
states. District of Columbia. As 
the old soldiers arrived at the de* 
pot, they were taken to the State- 
house yardi registered, and then 
taken to their lodgings in autos, 
flee of charge, and during their 
stay, citizens tendered their ma- 
chines and gave thousands of 
them an opportunity to see the in 
teresting places of Columbus. The 
Statehouse yard swarmed with the 
visitors from early morn till the 
wee small hours of the night. All 
along High Street, merchants pro- 
vided chairs and benches in front 
of their places of business. Bottles 
and barrels of water were* placed 
along High Street to slake the thirst 
of the visitors. Nothing was left 
undone for the comfort and pleasure 
of the men who saved the Union, 
1861-65. Many of them brought 
along their sweethearts of the six- 
ties. Of course,, neither, were as 
sprightly now as then, but ail bore 
their years well and seemed delight- 
ed at the favors extended to them 
by the people of Columbus, and ap- 
preciated them, too. 

Wednesday was the chief event 
of the meeting — the grand parade. 
It started promptly at ten o'clock 
from Broad Street into Giant, 
to Main, to High, to Chestnut, 
countermarch to Broad, in review 
of the Governor, Mayor and grand 
officers. Neither age heat or rain 
deterred these old soldiers in again 
keeping step to the music\ of fife 
aud drum. Rather they were eager 
to match again, though their step 
was slow. All along the line, the 
Boy Scouts and citi7.ens were sta- 
tioned and handed out water to the 
thirsty marchers Doctors and 
Red Cross nurses were at hand to 
render assistance, if needed. Side- 
walks were lined with thousands of 
onlookers, who cheered every divi- 
sion as it passed. 

It is tielieved that 200,000 
people witnessed the parade, and 
that 10,000 veterans marched and 
4,000 rode in autos. 

A rainstorm of quite a severity 
came on alidut 11:15, and the 
spectators by thousands sought 
shelter in near by houses, stores 
and offices. Not so with the march 
ers. With few exceptions they 
remained in line, as did thejreview 
ing officeis, and all of course 
got di^enched to the skin. They did 
not mind this, being old soldiers and 
had gone through worse hardships. 

Every state was represented. 
The baby of the group, Arizona, 
had a single member in liiie and he 
made it known by a banner that he 
carried. Johnny Clem, the drum- 
mer boy of '01, was in line from 
NewHik, Ohio. ^ 

The last machine loaded with 
veterans passed the leviewing 
stand at 1:15, so it took the pro- 
cession three hours and fifteen 
minutes from start to finish in pass 
ing in review. 

In addition to the G. A. R. men, 
soldiers of the American Spanish 
War, and the World War, were in 
line. 

We should have mentioned last 
week the social given by the 
Columbus N. A. D. Branch the 
evening previous. It was well 
attended, the threatening weatlier 
of the evening however kept a 
number away. Refreshments 
were served during the evening 
and a raffle for a 25 lb. sack of 
granualated sugar had many 
contenders. Mr. Wm H. Zoru was 
the luck winner of it. About $30 
were realized for the Aid Chest 

The School for Deaf lodged 
about 550 people during Encamp 
ment week and it kept the officers 
quite busy day and night, as 
comers came at all hours and had 
to be provided for. Early Wed- 
nesday morning, the Board of 
Administration gave orders to Su- 
peiinlendent Jones to provi<le din- 
ner for ninety people fiom the Boy's 
Industrial School that day, as the 
band and a company of Cadets of 
the School would be in town and 
take part in the parade. It made 
every body hustle in the prepara- 
tions, although already taxed with 
other work in the preparation of 
school opening Wednesday next, 
September 17th. 

Mr. and Mrs. August Beckert, 
Supervisor of boys and I) Matron, 
returned to the institution the first 
of the week and are getting their 
departments in order. Mr. Charles 
Brown is also back and cleaning up 
the Boys' High Class quarteis. 
Miss Louise Berry came last week 
to assist handling the G. A. R. 
lodgers.

Company of this city for the past four 
years, will join the A. C. C. O. Em- 
ployes Society, which provides sick 
and death benefits, funeral expense 
allowances to disabled employes, 
birth benefits, annual vacations with 
pay, and free legal advice. The 
initiation fee is one dollar, and fifty 
cents dues monthly. There is an 
insurance of $1000 for a married 
member who has been with the 
company a year or less to the 
widow, and two hundred dollars for 
each child or dependent brother aud 
sister. The longer in the service of 
the company the higher the insur- 
ance. The company pays half 
and the society the other half.
